It is a generall Axiome, and an appꝛooued 
verity ratiffed by the conſent of all Diuines ; 


that as God rewardeth aboue our deſerts , and 


in his cternall recompence farre exceedeth the 


value of anie wozkes wee can doe: Do on the 


other ſide, h& doth chaſtice farre vnderneath 


tho rate of our miſdeedes, ( his infinite iu⸗ 


ſtice conſidered ) his greateſt puniſhment a⸗ 
mounteth not to the hainouſnefſc of the leaſt of 


our ſinnes. - Fo2 the iniurie that we daily offer 
bꝛious and 


to fo infinite u Paieſty, in ſo oppꝛo 
deſpitefull manner ( being ſo farre inferiour, 
and ſo highly beholving vato him) that (as 
much as in vs lieth) wee quite defeate God of 
his honour , and peild it to that wherein wee 


ſinne againſt him. This iniurp (J ſap) is ſo 
great, that though God ſhould double and tro⸗ 

ble all puntſhments of ſinne, and lay them on 
ſinners backes fo2 their ſeuerall offences; vet 
might hee iuſtly double them or new, and as of- 
ten as hee thought good, without anp iniury to 


the offenders; pes and puniſhing far leffe then 
their deſerts. Piſfoztunes hapning by any of 
the kowꝛe Elements, are not ſlightly to boe ac⸗ 
counted, becauſe their accidents ſeldome fall out 


along, but are ominous fozegoers of wozſe * |

And heere — is giuen to ſ reale tome⸗ 
what of the cauſes why theſe puniſhments are 
inflicted vpon vs: Fo2 ſuppoſe that the plea- 
ſures of this woꝛld, and the ſtate of our lines 
were ſuch, that they rather inuited vs to com⸗ 
fozt then to ſozrow: pet if we conſider what the 
courſe of our life hathbin,what'onr ſinnes are, 
and what puniſhment we haue thereby deſer- 
uod: we ſhall thmke God to deale moſt mildly 
with vs, and be ioykul of theſe afflictions;which 
bo allotted vato vs in kew of fare moꝛe tolle⸗ 
rable chaſtiſemets.And comparing theſe, with 
the afflictions,ſent vpon other nations and con- 
tries, we haue iuſt cauſe to account them but

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Let vs ther eloze ſee , how the whole wozld 
hath conſpired to the iuſt puniſhment of ſuch as 
haue dwelt in their ſinnes, and fallen to the 
Apoſtacy of goodnes. 

And firſt to begin with the earth. what a ter · 
rible inſtrument of Gods Juſtice hath this ele⸗ 
ment beene. All Achaya was ſo ſtrangip ſha- 

ken with an Garth⸗quake, that Brura, and ana- 
ther citty wers lwallowed vp by the ſame. An⸗ 
other hapned in Traians time, which in Aſia o⸗ 
uerthrew foure citties;in Greece two, and the 
others in Galatia. In theninth peare of Titus, 
and Veſpaſian, thꝛee eitties of Cyprus were del⸗ 
will not ſpeake of thehozrible MAb An 
gaping of theearth , that happened in Rome, 
out of which ſteamed (a intallerable a ſtench, 
that the very birds that flew ouer it fell downe 
dead;which by no other means tauld bee cloſed 
bp, but by the denouring of a man that volun- 
tarily leaped into it. A omit divers other won⸗ 
derful callamities, which the earth (by Gods 
permillion)hath occaſioned, to giue vs to vnder⸗
